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Vandalism 
hits local 
schools

Two Didsbury schools were the 
target of vandalism between Jan. 
28th find Feb. 1st. 

Ross Ford Elementary and 
Westglen School were both painted 
with graffiti on the west exterior 
walls. Blue and gold spray paint 
was used by unknown individu¬ 
als. 

The graffiti was discovered 
Tuesday morning after the 
school’s long weekend, first by 
Westglen school. Principal Phil 
Corning called the RCMP to re¬ 
port it. It was soon discovered the 
vandals also struck Ross Ford.

“ The vandalism was cleaned up 
that morning,” said Cst. Tim 
Diebel. “It contained some bad 
words we did not want the chil¬ 
dren to see.” 

There was no evidence left at 
the scene leaving the RCMP with 
no suspects. 

“We are hoping somebody has 
seen something and they will come 
forward," said Diebel. “Maybe 
someone is missing some cans of 
spray paint or someone witnessed 
it." 

Westglen was sprayed in three 
different spots and Ross Ford was 
sprayed in one spot. 

“It is a good two cans worth of 
paint,” said Diebel.

It was not long ago the 
government was discussing 
implementing kindergarten 
in Alberta schools, now dis¬ 
cussions have started about 
the possibility of having a 
pre-kindergarten program, 
starting children in school 
at the age of four in 
Chinook’s Edge School Di¬ 
vision, (CESD). 

Steffie Woima School in 
Sylvan Lake was the first 
school in the CESD to try 
out a pre-kindergarten pro¬ 
gram. With the success of 
this trial, CESD is now in 
support of having the pro¬ 
gram in more of their 
schools, and they will ex¬ 
press this at their meeting 
with the CESD principals on 
Feb. 17. 

At the CESD board meet¬ 
ing Wednesday Hugh 
Davidson, principal of 
Steffie Woima addressed the 
board with the positive ex¬ 
perience his school had from 
the program. 

“We’ve learned one 
thing,” said Davidson. 
“That this program im¬ 
mensely benefited the 15 
students involved, we have 
seen these students do 
amazing things.” 

The pre-kindergarten pro¬ 
gram is designed for four 
year olds, and the curricu¬ 
lum meets the needs of chil¬ 
dren, it is a play based pro¬ 
gram.

“It is a language rich en¬ 
vironment, which is what 
were are trying to develop,” 
said Davidson. 

The CESD board approved 
the operation of this pre-kin¬ 
dergarten program at Steffie 
Woima for next year. 

Starting in March this 
program will increase from 
three mornings a week to 
four mornings a week, total¬ 
ling 434 hours. 

“In March we will be 
monitoring the children’s 
fatigue closely,” said 
Davidson. 

A very important aspect 
in this program is the par¬ 
ticipation of the student’s 
parents. 

“We need one hundred 
percent commitment from 
the parents to support the 
therapy at school and to 
continue it at home,” said 
Davidson. 

The program is not open 
to all children, just children 
who are considered gifted 
and talented and children 
with learning needs, such as 
a speech challenge. 

“The success of the stu¬ 
dents is the amazing thing,” 
said Davidson. “These stu¬ 
dents are getting a little bit 
ahead because they are in a 
school environment. When 
they enter kindergarten they 
will be in a better position

The board also wants to 
showcase its focus on char¬ 
acter education, and values

such as kindness, empathy, 
conscience and respect. 

“We are looking forward 
to meeting with the new 
minister for the second time 
and bringing him up to date 
on everything we have been 
working on,” said CESD 
chairman Roy Brassard. 
“We are going to talk to him 
about the programs we have 
in our schools like the ex¬ 
ercise programs and healthy 
living program, which in¬ 
volves putting healthier 
food choices in our vending 
machines. We are also 
working on moral education 
projects in all of our 
schools, and the minister is 
not yet familiar with that.” 

The board is also going to 
be discussing some chal¬ 
lenges they have faced, such 
as the current funding 
model. The board believes 
the current funding model 
does not provide sufficient 
funding to maintain educa¬ 
tion in rural Alberta. Also 
on the funding issue, the 
board will bring up its con¬ 
cerns about the expansion 
of separate school divisions 
and how it is having an im¬ 
pact for rural school divi¬ 
sions financially, specifi¬ 
cally on the schools’ abili¬ 
ties to offer programming to 
students. 

“We are there to discuss 
our celebrations, the good 
things, and the challenges,” 
said Jim Gibbons, CESD Su¬ 
perintendent. “We don’t 
have a lot of time to discuss 
everything.” The entire 
CESD board will be attend¬ 
ing the meeting which will 
take place in Red Deer, but 
three of them will present 
their presentation. 

“We want him to under¬ 
stand our achievements, 
such as being in the top four 
school boards and how we 
got there,” said Brassard. 
“The minister’s time is 
valuable, but these meetings 
are important because he 
represents all our con-

Catholic school division 
expansion concerns CESD 
chairman

A January 24 vote which 
passed allowing the Red Deer 
Catholic School Division 
(RDCSD) to expand their terri¬ 
tory into the Town of Didsbury 
has sparked more concern from 
Chinook’s Edge School Divi¬ 
sion’s (CESD) chairman, Roy 
Brassard. 

Brassard, a Catholic himself, 
was disappointed that fellow 
Catholics in his hometown voted 
to expand the school division, 
and fears that it might even ex¬ 
pand into Carstairs in the fu¬ 
ture. 

On January 27, 134 Catho¬ 
lics cast their vote, 112 were in 
favor of the expansion, 21 were 
against, and one ballot was 
spoiled. However, 112 ballots 
were enough to pass the vote and 
expand the district. 

Brassard’s main concern is 
the fact that CESD already have 
budgeting constraints, so with 
another public school system 
stepping in, says that the more 
students taken away from their 
schools, obviously the less fund¬ 
ing that they are going to re¬ 
ceive. 

“There is no question that 
any of this impacts on existing 
student populations,” Brassard 
said. “All of the kids in the 
Carstairs, Didsbury, Olds area 
are now being housed in an edu¬ 
cational facility. To build an¬ 
other school completely is going 
to take away kids from some¬ 
where and it’s going to put a 
drain on the overall area.” 

The RDCSD has plans to con¬ 
struct a new school in the Town 
of Olds where students will be 


bussed from Didsbury, and 
possibly even from Carstairs if 
enough interest was sparked 
in the community. 

Brassard doesn’t believe this 
will prevent the government 
from going ahead with two new 
school builds, one planned for 
the Olds Jr. /Sr. High School 
as well as a new elementary 
school in Carstairs, but says 
it will still hurt CESD. 

“Anything is going to im¬ 
pact on the numbers,” 
Brassard said. “They said they 
hope to have 450 kids in their 
school. I think that is optimis¬ 
tic, but if it’s true there are 450 
kids coming from somewhere.” 

If 450 students were pulled 
out of CESD schools that 
would result in a funding drop 
of approximately $2.2 million 
as the school division receives 
approximately $5,000 per stu¬ 
dent. 

Brassard says he is against 
two public systems being in one 
community. He doesn’t have a 
problem with private schools, 
as they don’t receive much 
Provincial funding, but this 
Catholic school in Didsbury 
receives public dollars, ulti¬ 
mately taking away funding for 
CESD. 

“I believe that you have two 
public systems competing for 
limited education dollars — 
that’s what it comes down to,” 
he said. ‘Education could use 
more money, it’s acknowledged 
by everyone. I believe that 
there are comprises that could 
be made that wouldn’t have a 
negative impact on the 
RDCSD.” 

One idea which Brassard 


presented to the RDCSD was to 
have the school housed under 
the CESD name, which would 
still allow funding to be given 
to CESD and not the RDCSD. 

“This way you could better 
coordinate the dollars avail¬ 
able. You could have one set of 
busses, rather than two,” he 
said. “Right now it just seems 
there are two public systems 
vying for limited dollars.” 

One personal challenge with 
Brassard is now that the 
RDCSD has expanded into the 
Town in which he resides, is 
that he has automatically be¬ 
come a member of the Catholic 
school division, and no longer 
of CESD. 

This means that when the 
next election rolls around, un¬ 
less he chooses to give up his 
Catholic religion he will not be 
allowed to run as a Trustee for 
CESD again. 

“Every catholic in this area 
automatically becomes a mem¬ 
ber of the Red Deer Catholic 
School Division, so I would no 
longer be able to run for public 
office in any division except my 
own.” 

Brassard could also be chal¬ 
lenged to step down now if a 
member of the community took 
his challenge to the Govern¬ 
ment. 

“If someone challenged me 
in the community and said, “1 
don’t think you should be 
there (on CESD board),’ they 
could go to the Government 
and the Government could 
ask me to step down because 
they would say I am no longer 
a member of that school divi-

MYRON THOMPSON’S COLUMN 

Pressure on the Liberals to 
drop CAIS deposit 


Myron Thompson, Mem¬ 
ber of Parliament for Wild 
Rose was pleased last 
evening when a Conserva¬ 
tive motion calling on the 
government to immediately 
drop the Canadian Agricul¬ 
ture Income Stabilization 
(CAIS) deposit passed in 
the House of Commons. 

The motion read as fol¬ 
lows: That, in light of the 
numerous recent disasters 
affecting agricultural com¬ 
munities across Canada 
and the government’s fail¬ 
ure to deliver timely finan¬ 
cial relief to struggling 
farmers, whether by the 
Canadian Agricultural In¬ 
come Stablization (CAIS) 
program or other pro¬ 
grams, the House calls on 
the government to immedi¬ 


ately drop the CAIS deposit 
requirement and honour the 
commitments it has already 
made to Canadian produc¬ 
ers. 

The motion was voted 
down by Agriculture Minis¬ 
ter Andy Mitchell, but did 
receive unanimous support 
from the Conservatives, the 
Bloc Quebecois and the 
N.D.P., and passed with 158 
votes in favour and 114 
against. 

“Everywhere I go I keep 
hearing the same things 
over and over; the CAIS pro¬ 
gram is not working, it is 
complicated, it requires an 
army of accountants for peo¬ 
ple who can barely afford the 
normal burden of govern¬ 
ment paperwork. It is 
backlogged, the cheques 


never arrive, and it does not 
pay out,” said Thompson. 

“While the CAIS deposit 
requirement has simply 
been universally rejected by 
producers across the coun¬ 
try as a policy that unfairly 
hurts our farmers. It ties up 
producer’s money and de¬ 
posits that could otherwise 
be used to invest in much 
needed farm equipment or to 
pay off other farm ex¬ 
penses,” stated Thompson. 

“With the vote last night, 
the House of Commons has spo¬ 
ken overwhelmingly on this issue. 
It is now up to the Minister of 
Agriculture to act on this motion, 
if he does not then he will clearly 
be thumbing his nose at Parlia¬ 
ment, the democratic process and 
at farmers across the country,” 
concluded Thompson.

Edmonton’s Police Farce Serious Business

It would be easy to dismiss the 
turmoil and controversy now en¬ 
snaring the Edmonton Police 
Service as a purely local issue; or 
as a few bad apples; or a tempest 
in a tea pot. It would be easy, but 
it would be wrong. 

What’s at issue is the retention 
by Alberta’s citizens of control 
over their own police. It also in¬ 
volves police governance and the 
possible abuse of public resources 
for the purposes of revenge. 

For anyone who doesn’t yet 
know the basic details: last No¬ 
vember the Edmonton Chapter of 
the Canadian Association of Jour¬ 
nalists held a pre-election ‘mixer’ 
event at that city’s ‘Overtime’ bar, 
a popular downtown watering 
hole. It was hosted by CAJ Chap¬ 
ter President Kerry Diotte, who’s 
also an outspoken columnist for 
the Edmonton Sun. It was at¬ 
tended by Martin Ignasiuk, the 
equally outspoken Chair of the 
Edmonton Police Commission. 
Both men have been critical of 
some of the practises and/or poli¬ 
cies of the EPS, as is their right 
and responsibility. 

In a nutshell: claiming they 
were acting on a tip or tips that 
Diotte, the police staked out the 
bar with at least 7 officers, some 
of them in plain clothes. They say 
it was part of a larger anti-drunk 
operation (although no charges 
were ever laid that night). Both 
men took cabs home and all that 
effort was wasted (though both 
claim they were not drunk, despite 
a s limey press release early in the 
incident attempting to portray 
them that way. 

Police say neither Diotte or 
Ignasiuk were deliberately targeted 
for their criticism. They say many, 
many things, most of which were 
called into sharp question with the 
release of a chilling audio tape of 
the police operation. 

There are questions now about 
the impartiality of the internal 
investigation of the sting, which 
Raynor insisted be done by the 
EPS. Two senior Edmonton cops 
face a disciplinary review for al¬ 
leged ‘discreditable conduct,’ 
mostly for administrative matters, 
some others received warnings 
and some had nothing happen 
because ‘they were just following 


orders.” 

That’s the basics: here’s the 
latest. After many of his claims 
now appearing to be questionable 
with the release of the tape, Raynor 
was summoned to an emergency 
meeting of the Edmonton Police 
Commission early last week. But 
30 minutes prior to the meeting, 
Raynor cancelled and put himself 
on ‘Indefinite” sick leave. In the 
lower ranks that might be de¬ 
scribed as ‘blue flu..” 

The Commission then fired the 
Chief, who has been on the job 
less than a year, and tried to in¬ 
stall the runner-up applicant for 
the post-a man with a record of 
taking on the ‘old boys club’ in 
police departments in favour of 
‘community policing’-the latest 
euphemism for community control 
of the police. 

The details of the internal re¬ 
port are secret until the upcoming 
disciplinary hearings, but it’s 
clear there is much we do not 
know. I do know that Raynor ap¬ 
pears to have made some very bad 
choices, or was very poorly ad¬ 
vised. I do know that the entire 
incident looks a lot like US style 
police activism. That’s where of¬ 
ficers target politicians who they 
judge to be lacking the proper de¬ 
gree of support for the cops. Ed¬ 
monton police have now admitted 
Diotte and Ignasiuk were in fact 
the targets of the sting operation 
(T1 & T2, no less). 

So after having his contract 
terminated (and looking fit), 
Raynor, with the support of the 
police union, held a news confer¬ 
ence on the steps of police HQ, 
where he’s now demanding a pub¬ 
lic inquiry. 

It’s important to put all this in 
context, this has just been the last 
in a recent series of incidents in¬ 
volving the force that have eroded 
public confidence in the police, and 
now in the Commission. 

It’s vital that confidence be re¬ 
stored and that may be why the 
Commission was moving quickly 
to get their man in place and to 
avoid the months of infighting and 
maneuvering that marked 
Raynor’s appointment. Which we 
may end up with anyway, as Ed¬ 
monton City Council has now 
blocked hiring a new chief until 
after a public consultation proc¬ 
ess.

So what do we as Albertans 
need to get out of this? We need 
Alberta Solicitor General Harvey 
Cenaiko to make sure the 
ammendments to the Police Act 
include a permanent and effective 
structure for the independent citi¬ 
zen’s review and investigation of 
allegations of police wrong doing 
(the cops like to talk about ‘civil¬ 
ians’ in order to create distance 
between themselves and the pub¬ 


lic. I much prefer ‘citizens, which 
is Latin for ‘those who pay the 
bills and call the shots’).. Bluntly, 
police forces can not be trusted to 
and should not be expected to in¬ 
vestigate themselves. 

We need to make sure that if 
there is Em inquiry into all this, 
that it’s focused on the sting inci¬ 
dent itself and the questions still 
surrounding it. It should not be 
allowed to shift onto anything 


else; such as The Commission, the 
media, Raynor’s dismissal, etc. 

Finally, anyone who’s for¬ 
gotten it needs to be re¬ 
minded that it’s the public, 
through it’s elected and ap¬ 
pointed officials who con¬ 
trol the province’s police. 
Anybody who forgets that 
should be encouraged to 
quickly join the ranks of 
the ‘civilians’.

“The security and safety 
of our communities is para¬ 
mount and we work to that 
end,” said COPS secretary 
A1 Hansen. 

In 2004 a total of 102 pa¬ 
trols were conducted, result¬ 
ing in 902 hours of volun¬ 
teer time. During those pa¬ 
trols 12 business premises 
were found insecure, two 
break-ins were discovered, 
two acts of vandalism noted 
and three suspected impaired 
drivers reported. Patrol ac¬ 
tivity has resulted in the 
recovery of two stolen vehi¬ 
cles with suspects detained 
by police, and a suspicious 


vehicle reported by COP re¬ 
sulted in the arrest of sus¬ 
pects in break-ins in commu¬ 
nities throughout southern 
Alberta. 

“Many acts of assistance 
are also recorded as we 
strive to deter criminals 
from visiting our communi¬ 
ties late at night,” said 
Hansen. 

Constable Naomi Kuban 
of the Didsbury RCMP says 
the society has a number of 
benefits, including meeting 
others in the community you 
may not normally meet. 

“It also shows people the 
backstage operations of the 
community, what happens at 
night,” said Kuban. “What 


the police really do in your 
community. It also gives 
them the opportunity to 
make a positive difference in 
the community by being the 
eyes and the ears.” 

COPS was formed in May 
2003. It presently has 29 
members.

QUESTION: You've indicated when sex education 
should begin. When should it end? 

DR. DOBSON: You should plan to end your formal 
instructional program about the time your son or daugh¬ 
ter enters puberty (the time of rapid sexual development 
in early adolescence). Puberty usually begins between 
the ages of 10 and 13 for girls and between 11 and 14 for 
boys. Once they enter this developmental period, they 
are typically embarrassed by discussions of sex with their 
parents. Adolescents usually resent adult intrusion dur¬ 
ing this time — unless they raise the topic themselves. In 
other words, this is an area where teens should invite 
parents into their lives. 

I feel that we should respect their wishes. We are given 
10 or 12 years to provide the proper understanding of 
human sexuality. After that foundation has been laid, we 
serve primarily as resources to whom our children can 
turn when the need exists. 

That is not to say parents should abdicate their re¬ 
sponsibility to provide guidance about issues related to 
sexuality, dating, marriage, etc., as opportunities present 
themselves. Again, sensitivity to the feelings of the teen 
is paramount. If he or she wishes to talk, by all means, 
welcome the conversation. In other cases, parental guid¬ 
ance may be most effective if offered indirectly. Trusted 
youth workers at church or in a club program such as 
Campus Life or Young Life can often break the ice when 
parents can't. 

I'd also suggest that you arrange a subscription for 
your kids to magazines that provide solid advice - from 
the perspective of a friend, rather than an authority fig¬ 
ure. Examples include Brio (for girls ages 12 and up), 
and Breakaway (for boys ages 12 and up), both of which 
are available through Focus on the Family. 

QUESTION: My boyfriend and I have been seeing each 
other for almost a year. Initially, he would freely show 
me a great deal of respect and affection. Lately, however, 
I'm seeing less and less of this attention. I don't want to 
be overly sensitive, but I don't want to be used as a door¬ 
mat either. How can I know for sure what is the case? 

DR. DOBSON: Give yourself a little test by answer¬ 
ing these questions about the relationship. Are you mak¬ 
ing all the phone calls to the other person? Does he tell 
you the truth invariably? Have you been "stood up" with¬ 
out a reasonable excuse? Do you fear he is slipping away, 
and is that causing you to "grab and hold"? 

Are you tolerating insults that others would not ac¬ 
cept? Does he show evidence of "cherishing" you and want¬ 
ing to make you happy? Does he reveal your secrets to 
others and make comments about you in public that em¬ 
barrass you? Is he physically abusive at times? Does he 
ever "reach" for you instead of your reaching for him? Do 
your friends ever say, "Why do you put up with the stuff 
he does?" 

These are questions that only you can answer. But if 
you are honest with yourself, you will have no difficulty 
identifying disrespectful components to your relationship. 
If you come up with the wrong answers, the solution is 
not to beg him to do better. It is to pull back and see if he 
follows. If not, you're better off looking for someone else. 

QUESTION: Does the feeling of entrapment in mar¬ 
riage happen only late in life, or does it sometimes occur 
earlier? 

DR. DOBSON: Trapped reactions can occur among 
teenagers during courtship or at any time within a mar¬ 
riage — from the first day of the honeymoon to 50 years 
thereafter. They happen any time one partner devalues 
the worth of the other and feels stuck in the relation¬ 
ship. They form the cornerstone of midlife crises among 
men, and are typical of women who feel their husbands 
are wimpy and lacking in confidence. I believe the major¬ 
ity of divorces can be traced to the twin reactions of dis¬ 
respect and marital claustrophobia.
